laber employed in brickmaking, and unless 
the advance is granted a general strike is 
threatened. In their response to this demand 
the employers set forth the incalculable dam- 
age to buiiding operations that would result 
trom the adoption of exorbitant prices for 
brick at the beginning of the season. It ap- 
pears that the rate of wages in Chicago brick- 
yards is already 40 per cent higher than the 
rate at competing points, and that an advance 
in wages at present would increase the cost 
of manufacture to a figure overbalancing 
the cost of freight, and enable outside manu- 
facturers.to ship their brick here and un- 
dersell Chicago manufacturers. This being 
the case, the ‘demand of the brick-yard 
laborers is most unwise. If the advance is 
granted brickinaking in Chicago must in a 
great measure be suspended, and a large 
number of laborers thrown out of employ- 
ment; not to mention the thousands of me- 
chanics and laborers who would suffer by 
the check upon building operations conse- 
quent on an increased price for material, or 
the vast injury to the city’s prosperity in 
general. Unless the Brick-Laborers’ Union 
is deaf to reason and blind to its own inter- 
ests it would seem that a fair and equitable 
adjustment of the difficulty might be speed- 


lished in all the Dutch colonies except those 
in which the Chinese are employed as coolies 
on large plantations. The United States, out 
of an excessive regard for the comity of na- 
tions, sent an eminent commission abroad to 
negotiate “new treaty with China in which 
this right should be conceded.

FAILURE OF COERCION IN IRELAND. 
Coercion as a remedy for starvation from 


Ireland, Nor is it any more successful as a 
means for the suppression of that sort of 
violence which grows out of extreme pov- 
erty and desperation. In spite of the en- 
forcemént ot the Coercion acts, the suspen- 
sion of habeas corpus, the arrest of the lead- 
ers, the display of military prowess, and the 
most despotic exercise of authority ever at- 
tempted by a so-called constitutional Gov- 
ernment, ali reports from Ireland indicate 
the most distressing condition of things. Se- 
cret murders and open demonstrations 
against individual rights and public anthor- 
ity are of daily oecarrence. The people have 
not been cowed into submission, but goaded 
to new hostility by the coercive policy. They 
have not the resources to organize rebellion, 
but their numbers and neécessities have 
brought about a chaotic condition of resist- 
ance and violence which, in some respects, 
is more appalling and in every way more de- 
plorable than open rebellion, 

What is to be done? 

That is a question whieh England will be 
forced to solve sooner or later. It is nota 
question of conquest, since Ireland is now 
under British rule. It is not a question of 
force, because English authority is now su- 


gang before it was broken up by the loss of 
its leader. Thére is an essential difference, 
however, between the London and Missouri 
gangs. The James boys and their associates, 
considered as banditti, planned and executed 
their operations upon a large scale, though 
they themselyes were few in number. The

The London gangs are composed of row- 


„dies, sneak-thieves, and street bullies, and 


their operations are of a petty character, and 
mostly confined to thievery. They appear to 
be divided into two sets—fighting gangs and 
stealing gangs. The fighting gangs’ only ob- 
ject is to fight, and they roam through the 
streets for this purpose, jostling, insultme, 
and bullying pedestrians for no other pur- 
pose. It was this class that recently organ- 
ized a prize-fight in a church—the spectators 
occupying the pews, the principals the 
chancel, and the referees thé com- 
munion table. The thieving gangs are 
the most numerous. They abound all 
over London, are as reguiarly organized 
as any labor or charitable institution, and 
each has a specific purpose. Thus, some 
gangs are devoted to regular burgtarious op- 
erations, some to pocket-picking, some to 
stealing of fowls, and some to personal as- 
saults and robberies. According to their ex- 
perience, they are detailed to work in se- 
cluded places or in crowds. They aever 
work singly, One does the stealing and the 
remainder of the gang effect his escape by 
making pursuitimpossible. Each gang has 
its district, and never poaches upon the dis- 
tricts of the others. The more desperate 
gangs frequent the Thames Embankment 
and commit savage assaults with the inten- 
tion of robbery.

The Australian laws re- 
ceived the assent of Queen Victoria, and the 
approval of One Of them was advised by the 
most enlightened and humane of statesmen, 
Mr. Gladstone, thotgh Great Britain had 
not previously negotiated a treaty permit- 
ting the colonies to do thisthing. But the 
Congress of the United States in passing the 
late bill was acting in accordance with the 
terms of a treaty expréssly conceding to the 
United States the right to “regulate, limit, 
or suspend Chinese immigration. 

The history of Chinese restriction in Aus- 
tralia may be briefly told. When the gold- 
fields of New South Wales and Victoria were 
first discovered there was a large influx from 
China. In 1850 there were 40,000 Chinese in 
Victoria alon’. The several Governments, 
urged by a strong popular demand, imposed 
a poll-tax of $50 on everyChinaman landed. 
This law at once put an end to Chinese 
unmigration. The number of Chinese in tne 
country rapidly diminished, and in 1880 it 
was estimated that the number in Victoria 
was 13,000; in Queensland, 14,524: in New 
South Wales, 9,500; in New Zealand, 4,433; 
in South Australia and Port Darwin, 2,000; 
and in Tasmania, 750; making a total of 44. 
27, or nearly 2,000 less than in Victoria 
alone twenty years before. The total popu- 
lation of these colonies in 1878 was 2,063,921. 
The percentage of Chinese was approximate- 
ly 2 per cent for the whole: country; 14% per 
cent for New South Wales, and 7 per cent 
for Queensland. But in California the per- 
centage in 1880 was 9 per cent of the whole 
population, and 383, per cent of the adult 
males; and it is now very much larger. 

The restrictive legislation of 1859 in Aus- 
tralia proved to be so effectual to reduce thé 
Chinese population that it was in a few years 
repealed. But the discovery of the Palmer 
gold-fieids in Queensiand again attracted 
the Chinese in large numbers. In some 
places they outnumbered the Europeans ten 
to one; and in others they were on a 
numeriealequality. A fierce agitation against 
them again began in 1877, and the Govern- 
ment in that Year passed a prohibitory law, 
almost identical in terms with the New South 
Wales act, whith will be hereafter referred

The 
system is nothing more nor less than donfis- 
cation. Once a year a starving and desperate 
people are made to bid against each other for 
the privilege of struggling for existence dur- 
ing the year to come. There is no hope for 
any improvement in condition, but always the 
terror of losing the means of subsistence by 
forfeiting a tenure to obtain which some- 
body else is willing to make even amore 
desperate struggle for existence. There is 
no hope in such a state of society. People 
have littie to live for on theone hand, andon 
the other coercion loses itsterrors. It is hot 
a very frightful thing to be shot down in 
such a country. 

The Land law was honestly designed by 
the Libera! leaders, we have no doubt, to 
bring a measure of relief. It was right in 
principle, as far as it Went. It provided for 
4 reduction in rents, for tenufe during a term 
of fifteen years at a uniform rate, and for 
the ownership of improvements. But its 
purpose has been defeated by one of its con- 
ditions. Only sueh tenants Were permitted 
to enjoy its privileges as were able to pay up 
back rents and take A fresh start in lite. But 
the great mass of tenants were in arrears for 
their rent during the period of famine, and 
they could not comply with this condition of 
the law. How have they been able to save 
anything under the rack-renting sys- 
tem to pay on back-rent? When land- 
lords take all the earnings in good 
years, there is nothm left the tenants for 
tiding over the bad years. Where could 
they look for loans or gratuities which 
would enable them to pay up arrears of rent, 
and so avail themselves of the advantages 
contemplated by the new Land act? The re- 
sult is that eviction goes on as before, and 
the men who are thrown out continue to 
shoot at landlords, at agents, and at the few 
rent-payers who, more fortunate than the 
masses, have been able to obtain assistance 
from relatives in América or occasional 
patrons, 

A land law, however just it may de in other 
respects, will not bring relief so long as it is 
practically inoperative. Coercion is only an 
incentive to new violence so long as the 
masses must continue to look starvation in the 
face. If England desires to maintain its juris- 
diction over Iretand and hopes to bring peace 
to that unhappy island it must institute a 
condition which shall enable the five or six 
millions of inhabitants to support themselves 
from the cultivation of a territory only about 
two-thirds as large as the State of Illinois.

From statements made here it 
seems that the Chicago, Burlington & Pacific 
Company purpose building a road across this 
State, intended to ruu pretty much through the 
same country as the narroW-gage, though until 
yesterday vot a foot of track nad been laid any- 
where along the line. Yesterday, however, a 
force of men in the employ of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Pacific were set to work and com- 
menced laying the track of that company on the 
completed grade of the narrow-gage company 
from Brighton east. Contractor Cooley bad a 
gang of men at work at that point putting io a 
switch for the Burlington & Northwestern Nar- 
row-Gage to facilitate the delivery of railroad 
iron, and on seeing what was going on set his 
men and teams to work and hauled the Chicago, 
Burlington & Pacific track off narrow- 
gage grade into the ditch, after which bis 
men returned to their work.

Disastrous Effects of the Great Gale of 
Last Wednesday in Louisiana.

New Onieans, La. April 4.—The storm of 

Wednesday was very disastrous. As it swept 

along the Teche country more than forty dwell- 

ing-houses were washed away and destroyed.

The Renaissance in Italy. 

“The Revival of Learning” is the title of 
the second of Mr. Symonds’ ponderous vol- 
umes, published under the general title of 
“The Renaissance in Italy.” The first of the 
series, The Age of Despots,” was reviewed 
at some length in these columns a few weeks 
ago, Mr, Symonds’ own work is a practical 
exemplification in the nineteenth century of 
the same “revival” the history of which in 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries he so 
minutely-describes. In tracing the growth 
and development, first, of a taste for clas- 
sical literature—or rather of a love for the 
old classics—and, following that, the crea- 


ton and growth of a national literature 


founded upon the old exemplars, the 
author sets before us a finished pict- 
ure of life in that most fascinating 
period of the Middle Ages. And in 
so doing he furnishes portraits of many men 
whose works and learning have been almost 
forgotten, and “revives” for usa past lit- 
erature as interesting and as remarkable now 
as it was in its influence upon contempora- 
neous readers and writers. In The Age of 
Despots” we were shown the political, so- 
cial, moral, and rehgious conditions of Italy 
at the period generally known as that of the 
Renaissance. We found and left Italy divided 
up into petty tyrannies, incapable of united 
action, full of discord. Yet the very causes 
which promoted political disunion stimu- 
lated intellectual growth. To prove this 
and to Mark the limits of this growth 
is the purpose of this volume. Dis- 
uoion was perpetuated by communal jeal- 
oustes as well as by internal opposing factions 
and by individual ambitions. Thus each city, 
each faction, each leader sought to rival his or 
its opponent not only by its material splendor 
but by excess of intellectual ability. So an im- 
pulse was given to learning, since houors and 
fame were the rewards granted once to success 
and superior merit.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
SPRINGFIELD, Lil, April 14.—There was an 
unusually full attendance of Senators this morn- 
ing. Business began with the reception of the 
Whiting cana) bili from the Committee on Eu- 
rolied and Eugrossed Bills. It wus at onee read 
a third time and placed upon its passage with- 
out debate. The bili was passed by a vote of 27 
to 3, the negative votes being given by Senators 
Mamer, Merritt, and Tanner. As passed by the 
Senate and sent to the House the bill now reads

We think the proper conditions to be im 
upon the General Government, in order to 
meet the views expressed in Gov- 
ernor’s late message, as well as by 
the interests of commerce, in case the canal 

roperty is ceded, to be: Tbat the canai should 
be without locks or other obstructions its entire 
length; that it should be at least 200 feet wide, 
so that Lilinois River steamboats can puss each 
other and turn around fn it, and should contain 
at least seven feet of water throughout. 

We have considered the fact that the canal is 
constructed partly through loose soil, which is 
constantly slidimg and caving in, and filling up 
the bed, by reason of the action of the current, 
the passing of steamboats, rains, quick-sands, 
etc., and partly through a solid rock bed, We 
are satisfied that where it is constructed through 
any other than a rock bed it should be pro- 
tected by sloping walls of stone masonry of 
sufficient strength and durability to permanently 
protect ite banks from 

THE AFORESAID IMPATRING CAUSES. 

It was part of the original plan that there should 
be a continuous flow of water from Lake Michi- 
gan to the Illinois River, unobstructed by locks 
and dams, and which was still recognized as the 
continued policy of the State as late as 1665, as 
will be seen by the preamble to an set ot the 
General Assembly of that year entitled ** An act 
for the compietion of the Hunois & Michigan 
Canal upon the plan adopted in 1836,” in which 
these words are used: “The original plan of 
the said caual was to cut down the summit 80 
as to draw a supply of water for navigution 
directly from Lake Michigan, which pian was 
abendoned for the time being, after a large part 
of the work had been executed, only im conse-

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened weak and dull, but without any 
perceptible attempt to manipulate them. They 
grew firmer, and at the close were strong. 
Transactions were large, especially in Lacka- 
wauna, Jersey Ceaotral, Michigan Central, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Wabash, Western Union, Lake 
Shore, Northwestern, Louisville & Nashville, and 
Denver. Money was easy, and the rate of 
interest cut no figure in the . fluctuations 
of the day. Some ‘excitement was caused 
by the news of the failure of First 
National Bank of Buffalo, but this subsided 
when the unimportant character of the collapse 
was known. Even when the market at times 
during the day was weak, it was reported that 
little long stock was pressing for sale. Mr. 
Gould is advising his friends to buy Western 
Union, perbaps as the readiest means at his 
command to induce them to sell it short. Ten- 
nesee 6s advanced from 30 to 55, on statements 
that the Governor of the State was about to 
call an extra session to pass a new law for ro- 
funding the debt. 

One of the few encouraging features of the 
sitvation is the improving demand for good 
railroad bonds, which are in request at rising 
prices. This incicates that there isa great deai 
of investment money looking for securities. 
Buyers are very particular as to what they put 
their money into. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er this renewed appetite for first-class securi- 
ties is, as heretofore has sometimes been the 
case, the precursor of a speculative movement. 

Kiernan says the downward movement is likely 
to cogtinue until stocks reach a point where they 
are considered cheap on their merits, or until new 
combinations reverse the movement. Mr. Gould 
says he is not doing much in the market.

We have $100,000 in bank bere and no 
large amount of interest coming due until June. 
Europe is buying the preferred stock. We 
transferred 5,000 shares today, 3,700 yesterday, 
and 2,700 the day before. The foreign holding 
of preferred has increased 28,000 shares within 
six weeks, and is about 16,000 shaces larger than 
ever before.“

The convention was suggested by the report 
of the National Census Bureau in which etatis- 
tics are presented showing that, should the de- 
struction and waste of the forests of the United 
States go on for the next twenty-five years at 
the same rate as during the last decade, trees of 
spontaneous growth will entirely diagppear. In 
no State, unless it be among the pine iands of 
the Northwest, has the destruction of the 
forests.been more wanton or general than in 
Onio. where almost every township was once 
thickly covered with timber, but is now com- 
paratively destitute of forest trees. The mean- 
ing ef the statistics of the Census Bureau were 
therefore better understood in Ohio than in 
many of the States, and it was not uonaturai that 
a movement to save the remaining forests and io
